Dillinger, accompanied by a wom- 
an and another man, for several 
miles through the northwest sec- 
tion of the city last night after 
"bottling" up his automobile in 
front of a physician's office. 
But in the end it was the po- 


lice who were forced to retreat in 
confusion as bullets from a ma- 
chine gun in his car poured forth 
from a porthole and 
spattered 
windshields, shots 
from 
police 


guns proved ineffective 
against 


•he bullet-proof glass of Dillinger'g 
ar. 
Dillinger came into prominence 
as a dangerous character last Oc- 
tober 12 when men identified as 
escaped convicts from the Michi- 
gan City, Ind., delivered him from 
the Allen county, Ohio, jail at 
Lima after slaying Sheriff Jess 
Sarber. 


Since then police have credited 


him with leading the outlaws In 
•a number of Indiana bank rob- 
beries. They have also been iden- 
tified as the gang that raided two 
police stations in Indiana and fled 
with guns and ammunition. 
Yesterday Lieutenant John Jen- 
kins and Sergeant Q. W. Ryan of 
the Indiana state police traced 
Dillinger to Chicago and sought 
the aid of local detectives in cap- 
turing him when he kept an ap- 
pointment with a physician

ILLNESS BECAME CRITICAL 
ONLY SHORT TIME BEFORE 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 


CHICAGO. Nov,i5.—WPHAn 111- 
neai 'that became critical only a 
few hours before he was removed 
to. a hospital Lcaused the ' death of 
Edward N. Hurley, 69, one of the 
prominent ' men In the 
history of the . nation: 


wartime 


Hurley died* last evening and 
physicians laid the cause to leuk- 
emia, a disease marked by the ex- 
istence of an over-supply or white 
corpuscles In-the blood, complicat- 
ed by the sudden 'development *of 
pneumonia. He was stricken a 
few days ago after returning from 
Miami; Fla., and Washington. 


Besides the fame he gained as 
chairman of the' United 
States 
shipping board during the World 
war, Mr. Hurley was president of 
the machine company bearing his 
name and served a* co-receiver of 
the Middle west • Utilities Company 
after the crash of the Insult util- 
ity empire. 


Emmlnently successful in prac- 
tically everything he attempted, 
Edward Nash Hurley 
faced the 
gratest and most important task 
of his life in 1917, when he was 
appointed chairman of the United 
States shipping" board. 


With the United States in the 
World war, there was a crying 
need for * ships .to transport men 
and supplies to the . other 
side. 


Urged OR by President 
Wilson's 
admonition, 'Hurley, we must go 
the limit," the new chairman, cast 
aside formalities and made a good 
job of his assignment. 


How well he performed 
his 


work was Indicated two years la- 
ter when President Wilson, 
ac- 
cepting his resignation as • chair- 
man of the shipping, board, wrote 
that Mr. Hurley had '.'served the 
country with distinction in these 
difficult times.

AUSTIN, Nov. 14.—<fl">—Cattle 
are feeling the effects of adverse 
range conditions, and the condi- 
tion of cattle declined three points 
during October, to 78 per cent of 
normal, the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture stated today 
In Its November 1 live stock re- 
port. 


"Weather conditions during Oc- 
tober were favorable for matur- 
ing and curing feed- crops, but 
rainfall was 
scant 
and winter 
weeds and grass were not able to 
make normal growth," the report 
etated. 
"Rains since November 1 have 
greatly improved range prospects 
the Edwards plateau section 


:ich was at a critical stage due 
the prolonged drouth over that 
area. In other sections prospects 
for winter range are from fair to 
good, with the exception of the 
extreme northwest and scattered 
localities in other areas. 
"Range conditions 
declined 7 
points during October, and |s now 
rated at 73 per cent of normal 
compared with 88 per cent a year 
ago and 84.2 per cent the ten 
year average. Range condition 
has averaged one point improve- 
ment during October for the past 
ten years. The decline this year 
was due primarily to deficient 
moisture supplies. Ranges deter- 
iorated in all districts excepting 
West Texas, where needed rains

production could be curtail- 
ed so that drugs would be 
available only for legitimate 
uses. International agree- 
ments for that purpose have 
been entered into, but only 
a few nations live up to 
their obligations. As a re- 
sult, the illicit drug traffic 
finds countless victims here. 
And there is little the gov- 
ernment can do except to 
strengthen the b a r r i e r s 
against smuggling.
